_BROOD SOWS TO 
FARMERS AT COST 


Iu order to secure an increas- 
ed production of bacon in Al- 
berta, the Provincial Governm- 
ent is buying grade brood sows, 
which will be sold to tarmers at 

rices prevailing at time of de- 
ivery, with one dollar added 
for seryice fee. These animals 
are being purchased at current 
prices in the stock yards and 
the packing plants in Edmon- 
ton and Calgary. Especial cure 
is exercised to select animals of 
good length and depth. Grow- 
thy but under-fiinished animals 
are the kind chosen. These 
will be bred between December 
20th and January 10th, and 
repeated, if necessary, between 
January 11th and February Ist. 
All animals that repeat a sec- 


cond time, also all that fait to 
come in season at all, will be 
discarded because of the late- 
ness or ancertainty of the time 
when they will farrow. 

A record will be kept of the 
male to which each sow is 
mated, and the date of same, in 
order to be able to inform the 
purchaser as to the time when, 
and the type offpig each will 
farrow. 

Boars of Berkshire, York- | 
shire, Duroc Jersey, Poland 
China, Hampshire and Tam- 
worth breeding will be used.

The Patriotic Fund 


An announcement given out 
at Edmonton a short time ago 
regarding a grant which the 
Provincial Government is mak- 
ing towards the Patriotic Fund, 
of $800,000, has caused a great 
deal of confusion. throughout 
the province, as many people 
gathered the impression that 
this sum was large enough to 
completely cover Alberta's allot- 
ment for the Fund, and that no 
further voluntary contributions 
by individuals were necessary. 

The local officers of the. Pat: 
riotic Fund wrote to the central 
committee at Oalyary asking 
for information on this point in 
order to clear up the situation, 
and 1t was hoped this informa- 
tion would have been at hand 
for the meeting held in the 
council chamber last ‘Tuesday 
evening. : 

A reply had not come to hand 
when the meeting was called, 
however, and tor that reason it 
was deemed advisable to adjourn 
until some definite information 
on the above point was to hand. 

The following letter has since 
been received, which clears up 
all doubtful points and leaves 
the way open for whatever ac 
tion may be decided upon : 


To the Coleman sécretary :

More Knems Duplicity 


, Germans Reswrite Mail of Alsace- 
Lorraine Soldiers 


Germany’s domination of the in- 
habitants of Alsace-Lorraine has now 
become so uncertain that they are 
no longer allowed to receive letters 
from the male members of the fami- 
lies serving on the various German 
fronts. This curious state of aftairg 
has just been discovered by the find- 
ing of orders establishing the new 
system of government letter  trans- 
mission for the two provinces. 


Germany’s precautions are pre- 
sumably dictated by fear that the 
soldicrs in her armies from Alsace 
and Lorraine, might communicate to 
their families military or other usc- 
ful information, and that this in 
turn might be ‘communicated by the 
inhabitants of the two provinces to 
the French across the border, 

All letters from German _ soldicrs 
of Alsatian or Lorraine origin must 
now pass throtgh a newly created 
office at Stuttgart. There  govern- 
ment ¢mployees make extracts of the 
letters, and it is these extracts that 
the families of the soldiers in  Al- 
sace-Lorraine eventually receive. The 
entire system is self- explained in the 
following “extract” that has just 
come into ‘the hands of the French 
military. authorities: 

“Stuttgart, Oct. 12, 1917: As re- 
cent measures prohibit the sending 
into the occupied portions of Upper 
Alsace and Lorraine letters coming 
from soldiers in the field, 1 am com- 
municating you below the analysis 
of a letter from. your husband, Mon- 
sieur Alphonse A——, whos.-«idréss 
we are holdire ke 

meme YOu aT always in*' good 
health as I am, but recently I have 
only heard from you rarely, although 
I write you every two weeks, 

“Ts the harvest good at home this 
year?s Here with us we. have had 
nothing like it for the past 30. years. 
It will give us plenty to eat for-a 
long time to come. Potatoes and 
fruits are both in most unusual 
quantities. I am_ eating enormous 
quantities of both, but naturally not 
to the point which it makes me sick 
as do others here who verily cat 
too much, 

“*T hope that in your prayers you 
will not forget me, as I do not for- 
get you, so that when we mect again 
we can without fear look each other 
in the eyes to the depth of ‘our 
souls,”

New Ruling 


‘Parcels for Interned Officers Must 
Bear Red Cross Coupons 


According to information reccived 
by the post office authorities a new 
ruling as regards prisoner-of-war 
parcels will come into -effect on Jan. 
1, 1918, After that date coupons is- 
sued by the prisoners of war depart- 
ment, Canadian Red Cross society, 
London, must be affixed to all par- 
cels sent to officers who are interned 
in Germany or Austria-Hungary. 

The right to send food parcels 
rests with the next-of-kin, but may 
be transferred by the latter, or by 
the prisoner of war himself, to any 
other person. Application for the 
necessary coupons should be made 
at as early a date as possible to the 
Prisoners of War department, Can- 
adian Red Cross society, London, 
England.

-and early summer months, the sup- 
ply reaching. the market is small, and 
at that time priccs reach the high- 
est levels, In the seasons before the 
war, the difference between the price 
of feeders in the fall and fat cattle 
in the spring on the Winnipeg mar- 
ket ran usually from two to three 
cents per pound, In the last two 
seasons the increase has becn as fol- 
lows: 

Best feeders, November, 1915 $5.75; 
choice steers, May, 1916, $9.75; best 
feeders, November, 1916 $6.75; choice 
steers, May, 1917 $11,50. This shows 
an increase between fall and spring 
prices of from four cents to five and 
a quarter eehts per pound, This fall 
(1917) feeders are higher than ever, 
but there is every ‘indication that fat 
steers will be proportionately © still 
higher in the spring. ‘There is, there- 
fore, a! good opportunity for farmers 
to increase the reyentte from, ‘their 
farms by fattening steers over win- 
ter, placing them on the market, fat, 
and getting the highest price of the 
year, instead of selling them thin or 
half-finished in the fall. Feeding ex- 
periments conducted at Brandon Ex- 
yverimental Farm over a large num- 
is of years; show that it is possible 
to make a good profit on winter-fat- 
tened steers. 

This type of livestock feeding fits | 
in particularly well with grain grow- 
ing. It uses up straw, the principal 
waste by-product of grain growing, 
turning it into value. Edible weed 
seeds and shrunken or low grade 
grain may also be utilized, and for 
the marketing of oats and barley it 
affords higher prices than can be ob- 
tained by selling these grains direct. 
Brandon results show over twice 
market prices obtained from oats and 
barley fed to steers. Winter steer 
feeding fits in well with grain grow- 
ing in regard to the economic use of 
labor. During the summer when the 
grain crop demands much labor, it 
does not require any; in the winter, 
when there js little to do in connec- 
tion with the grain crop, it provides 
profitable employment for a year 
round man. 

The steers to be fed should be of 
good beef type and of good consti- 
tution. there is no use wasting good 
feed on unthrifty or ungainly steers. 
They wil! not make the gains neces- 
sary to pay for the. feed and will not 
command top prices, even when fat. 
Two-year-old stcers have given ‘the 
best results on the whele in the work 
at Brandon, but well-rrown yearlings 
may also be used. Older steers are 
not as economical gainers. Younger 
stock can be fed profitably but must 
get more hay and not so mttch straw 
as the larger animals. It is better to 
have all the lot of a wniform size, 
small cattle mixed with laryre-do not 
get a fair chance if they are running 
loose. F 

Best results have been obtained 
from feeding in loose box stalls r&th- 
er than from*tying the cattle up. In 
order to handle them safely in this 
way, they should be dchorned. No 
serious setback is experienced from 
dehorning, and the temporary set- 
back is soon passed and the stock 
thrive much better on account of the 
peaceful environment. 

Steers may be faticned successfully 
with only straw an! grain. When no 
greater variety is available, greater | 
quantities of grain must be used than 
are necessary when a higher grade 
of roughage can be got. Good hay 
makes an excellent roughage for 
steer feeding. Shceaf oais is also 
very good, giving fully as good re- 
sults as the same quantity of fced in 
the form of oat cliop pind cut straw. 
Corn also makes a profiabic 
age and especially vy hen cured i 
form of ensilage reduces thc 
making gains.

Canning Chicken 
To Conserve Meats 


Methods Being Advocated by Gov- 
ernment Institutions in the 
United States 


This year more poultry than usual 
is finding its way to market in a 
thin, unfinished condition. There is 
very little sale for this grade of 
chickens and their presence in s0 
many shipments has a great deal to 
do with the comparatively low price 
returned, at times, to. producers, Cull 
chickens, if held, frequently. prove 
more of a liability than an asset to 
producers. The best place for them 
is in a can or a jar made ready for 
table use. Later in the season when 
good chickens are scarce and high in 
price, poultry thus prepared may be 
utilized and served in many appetiz- 
ing ways. 

The following methods of canning 
poultry are being advocated by gov- 
ernment institutions in the © United 
States: 

Method 1.—Dress the chicken sep- 
arating it into sections or leaving it 
whole as preferred. Season and fry. 
as fom serving. When the meat 1s 
three-fourths dene remove from the 
fire and pack the pieces into a clean, 
hot glass jar. if the chicken is 
whole break the neck and legs, roll 
the chicken up into a small roll, tie 
with string or fasten with toothpicks. 
A quart jar should hold two or more 

Pour over the chick- 
ens the hot liquid from the © frying 
pan, if necessary adding het water to 
fil! the jar completely. Adjust’ the 
rubbers and tops, leaving the latter 
slightly loose. Place in a waterbath 
canner and sterilize from 90 to 120 
minutes, depending the size of 
the chicken... Remove ard tighten 
the covers immediately. 

Method 2.—Dress the chicken, and 
leave whole or cut into picces as 
preferred. Cover with boiling water 
and simmer until the »weat can be 
separated from the bones. Return 
the bones to the liquid, and boil it 
down one-half. Pack the meat close- 
ly in hot glass jars, add-one level 
teaspoonful salt to each quart, and 
fill the jar with the hot liquid. Ad- 
just the rubber and top, leaving the 
latter slightly Joose. Sterilize three 
to three arid one-half hours in a wat- 
erbath canner. Kemoye and tighten 
the tops immediately. ‘Lhe liquid 
remaining may. be placed in a jar, 
60 minutes and kept for 
gravy. Two pounds of 
| dressed fowl should make one pint of 
solid meat, and a pint of thick stock, 
Method 3.—Cut the dressed, raw 
icken into convenient sections. 
Pack into glass jars, add one tea- 
spoonful salt to a quart, fill the jar 
iwith boiling water, adjust the rub- 
bers and tops as above, and sterilize 
jin a waterbath canner three and one- 
lhalf to four hours, 

Method 1 given above is for small 
frying sized chickens, Method 2 and 
3 may be used for chickens of any

Control of Insect Pes 


Work Is More Urgent Then Ever at 
This Present Time 


The aunual report of the Domin- 
lion Entomologist for the year end- 
‘ing March 31 117, has just been is- 
sucd by the department—of- agricul 
ture, Ottawa, and in its twenty-four 
pages a brief record is given of the 
activities of the officers of the Ento- 
mological branch, The necessity o 
protecting all 6ur crops from insect 
pests with a view to increasing crop 
production is more urgent than ever 
jat this present time. The establish- 
ment of pe oy entomological sta- 
‘tions, of which there are now ten in 
| different provinces, has greatly  en- 
larged the scope of the work’and the 
usefulness of the officers concerned, 
Concise statements are given of the 
progress of the following lines of 
; work: Investigations on insects af- 
fecting grain and field crops, garden 
and greenhouse, fruit crops, forest 
and shade trees, stored. grain and 
Other products, insects affecting do- 
mestic and other animals, the house- 
hold and public health; the introduc- 
tion and colonization of ‘parasitic in- 
sects and studies of natural control; 
field work against the brown-tail 
moth in the Maritime Provinces; and 
the inspection of imported nursery 
stock, A brief statement of the work 
undertaken with a view to conserva- 
tion of wild life, particularly birds, is 
also given. 

The publication does not contain 
any recommendations respecting the 
control of insect pests, such informa- 
jtion is published in the bulletins and 
circulars of the Entomological 
branch. It comprises a brief ac- 
count of the year’s work and will be 
of interest to all who desire to learn 
what progress is being made in this 
line of scientific research as applied 
to agriculture. Copies may be  ob- 
tained On application to thé Publica- 
tions Branch, Department of Agricul- 
ture, Ottawa, All enquiries respect- 
ing insect pests should be addressed 
to the Dominion Entomologist, De- 
partment of Agriculture, Ottawa;

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATION, 


The sole head of a famuity, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead-a quarter-section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoka, Saskat- 
chewan or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the Dominion 
Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for the 
District? Entry by proxy may be 
made at any Dominion Lands Agency 
(but not oa Ry omer on certain con- 
ditions, 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in bee of 
three years. A homesteader muy live 
within nine miles of his homestead on 
a farm of at least 80 acres, on certain 
conditions. A habitable house is re- 
quired except where residence is per- 

ormed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead, 
Prices $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after erning home- 
stead patent; also 50 aeres extra culti- 
vation. Pre-emption patent may be 
odtained as soon as homestead patent 
on certain conditions, 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts, Price, 
$3 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, culti- 
vate 50 acres and erect a house worth 


The area of cultivation is subject to 
reduction in case of rough, serubby or 
stony land. Live stock may be sub- 
stituted for cultivation under certain
